Signed by St. Claire 


Following is the full text of 

Claire’s signed statement: 

“October 28, 1924. 
“I, Robert E. St. Claire, make 
the following statement of my 
own free will: 

“That I am not Urban John 
Bergeron, neither am I in any 
way related to Mr. and Mrs. F. 
W. Bergeron, of Menasha, Wis. 

“That my true name is Robeit 
E. St. Claire. 1 was born Sep- 
tember 14, 1894, and at the age 
of one year was placed in Fr 
ther Baker’s protectory at West 
Seneca, N. Y. 

“When Mr. and Mrs. E. W. 
Bergeron came to the federal 
prison hospital at Atlanta about 
three months ago and identified 
me as their son, they insisted, 
however, that I was their son re- 
gardless of what | said. Being 
an orphan, never having known 
the love of a mother or father, 
friendless, helpless and without 
anyone in the world to help me; 
being critically ill and not know- 
ing how long 1 was to be in 
this world, 1 permitted these. 
kind old people to visit me as 
their son. 

“As time went on and Mrs. 
Bergeron visited me almost daily, 
giving me the love and atten- 
tion I craved, my condition im- 
proved, and I permitted myself 
to believe that, when | was re- 
leased from this institution, I 
could go back to the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Bergeron as their 
son and begin life all over again. 
1 did not, however, take into con- 
sideration the sister, Mrs. Em- 
merich, and that she would im- 
mediately know that I was not 
Urban John Bergeron. (From the 
time she first came here and saw 
me, I knew that it was merely a 
question of but a short time be- 
fore the truth would be known. 

“Since the arrival of Mrs, Em- 
merich, and more particularly 
since my conversation in the 
presence of Mrs. Bergeron and 
Mrs. Emmerich, several times | 
have been on the verge of tell- 
ing Mrs. Bergeron that | was not 
her son, but each time when | 
would look at this kind old lady, 
I simply lost my courage. 

“T now state that I wilfully en- 
couraged Mr. and Mrs. E. W. 
Bergeron in the belief that 1 was 
their son. I sincerely regret the 
humiliation and expense -these 
kind old people were subjected 
to by my Selfish actions.”’

Confessing that he has deceived the 
aged parents of a world war hero, 
Robert E. St. Claire, Atlanta federal 


/:c180n inmate, who for weeks has as- 


feited that Mr. and Mrs. BE. W. Ber- 
geron, of Menasha, Wis., were correct 
in their identification of him as their 
son, Urban John Bergeron, signed a 
Statement Tuesday night in which 
he declared that he is in no way re- 


| lated to the Bergerons and that he 


was led into the duplicity role through 
his longing for a mother’s love and 
the hope that he could begin life anew 
under the name of the son who was 
killed in France. 

St. Claire’s statement was brief, 
compared with the many angles of 
the case that have developed since 
Mr. and Mrs, Bergeron came to the 
prison and identified him as their son. 
He admitted that his hopes of enier- 
ing the Bergeron family circle were 
blasted when Mrs. Stella Bergeron 
Emmerich, sister of the slain soldier, 
entered the case unexpectedly. 

He. refused to explain how he came 
into possession of his vast store of 
information concerning the pust Tife 
of Urban John Bergeron, and he was 
equally silent concerning the manner 
in which Mrs. Lucille Oldham, of 
New Orleans, came into the strange 
case of mixed identity. 

St. Claire Real Name. 

The statement signed by the pris- 
ener declares that Robert E. St. 
Claire is his real name, that he was 
placed in Father Baker’s protectory 
at West Seneca, N. Y., one year after 
his birth, September 434, 1894, and 
ends the history of his life at that 
point without throwing any light 
upon his career during the years that 
Bave intervened. 


St. Claire now claims that he

“Unlawful to Publish.” 

“Section 1018 of the same act re- 
enacts section 3167 of the revised 
statutes as amended, which provides, 
among other things, ‘it shall be un- 
lawful for any person to print or pub- 
lish in any manner whatever not pro- 
vided by law any income return, or 
any part thereof or source of income, 
profits, losses or expenditures ap- 
pearing in any income return; and 
any offense against the foregoing 
provision shall, be a misdemeanor and 
shall be punished by a fine not ex- 
ceeding $1,000 or by imprisonment 
not exceeding one year, or both, at

“The provision, however, 1S exX-

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LegalEquality 
For Negro Urged 


By JohnW. Davis 


New York, October 28.—(By The 
Associated Press.)—Equality of op- 
portunity for all, regardless of race 
or creed or color, was advocated to- 
night by John W. Davis, democratic 
candidate for president, in an ad- 
dress delivered in New York's Harlem 
before capacity crowd of negroes 
gathered in Liberty Hall. 

The future of the negro in the 
United States, Mr. Davis said, “lies 
in his political independence,” and he 
cautioned that political equality 
would not be achieved by him until 
“vou shake off anything that re 
motely resembles political slavery.” 

The candidate decraread for “equal- 
ity of opportunity for every man in 
this country and for every man who 
comes to live in this country.” 


No Line m Creeds. 


This declaration was received with 
cheers which swelled in volume when 
the candidate added that he also be- 
lieved in “equality of right” for all 
men in the sense that they should 
stand before the law on the same 
basis. 

“The underlying principle of dem- 
ocracy, the great principle’ that 
breathes through the democratic 
party,” Mr. Davis said, “is the prin- 
ciple of canal and exact rights for all 
men and special privilege to none.” 
And,” the candidate added. 
there is no limitation in that motto 
of race or creed or color and I for 
one will never write such a limita- 
tion there.’’ 

Each point emphasized by the 
candidate was the signal for a noisv 
demonstration of approval by the an- 
dience. He was required several 
times to wait until he might be heard 
above the clapping of hands awn 
shouts from the throng before he was 
able to continue his remarks, 

Cites Amendments. 

Particularly was this so when Mr. 
Davis said he had at the beginning of 
the campaign promised his friends 
that he proposed “toe leave no uncer- 
tainty as to my determination to en- 
force the constitution of the United 
States and all the laws made in pur- 
suance of it,” enumerating in turn 
the 13th, 14th and 15th amendments. 

“It was the 13th amendment that 
forbids involuntary servitude that l 
invoked when I struck. down the Al»- 
bama contract labor law,” he said 
adding: 

“And the 14th amendment has now 
become so much a part of the life of 
the American people that we even 
forget the purposes for which it was 
adopted. Primarily framed to defend 
the rights of the new freemen of 
the south and prevent the chain of 
Slaver, being reimposed upon them 
under any disguise or pretense, it 
ha; now become a great charter of 
liberty for all the citizens of this 
country of whatever race or creed or 
eolor. 

“And the 15th amendment, which 
strikes down discrimination in suf- 
frage on the ground of racial origin, 
that amendment it was that stood in 
the path of the grandfather clause in 
the Oklahoma constitution and com- 
pelled that great son of the south, one 
of the greatest lawyers who ever 
adorned the supreme court of this or 
any other country, the great Chief 
Justice White himself, an ex-Confed- 
erate soldier, to declare the consti‘u- 
tion of the state of Oklahoma null 
and void. 


Stake Is -High. 

“And now, mv friends,’ Mr. Davis 
eontinued, “it i8 a great stake we 
lave in this country, it is a great 
stake that you of your race have got 
in this country. Why shouldn’t you 
have? You have ploughed its fields, 
you have raised its crop, you have 
Luilt its houses, you have helpel to 
eJothe and feed and nurse and nuture 
sour fellow-citiz:ns of your own and 
of the white race, and when battle 
came you helped to fight its battles. 
érd your blood equally with the blood 
of your white brethren hus flowed in 
defense of the flag we love. Why 
shouldn’t you feel it to be your duty 
as much as the duty of any other peo- 
jue to guard its institutions, to care 
for its future and to protect and pre- 
serve the institutions that foster you 
as they foster all the rest of us? Why 
chouldn’t you join the democratic 
warty in the great ambitions that it 
was for this country? 

“T am not her@ tonight. to advise 
any man as to his duty, but [T do be- 
lieve profoundly that the political fu- 
iure of the colored man in the United 
States lies in an exhibition of political 
‘Adependence. 

Raps Blind Partisanship. 

“Your ancestors, and J] say your 
ancestors because the generation that 
zaw the disappearance of slavery has 
almost passed over the great divide, 
your ancestors got economic equality 
by shaking off chattel slavery, and 
it cost four years of bloody war to 
accomplish that great result. And 
you, yourselves will get entire political 
equality when you shake off any- 
thing that remotely resembles slavery. 

“Whenever the colored man is 
ready to demonstrate, and I think the 
day is coming more rapidly than most 
of us imagine, that he is not the 
mere shock troops of any _ polities 
party, that he is’ not to be thrown in 
the free front of the battle and saec- 
rifieed until the reserves can be eall- 
ed up. but that he is ready to fight 
as intelligent citizen, forming his 
own opinion and making ready to de. 
fend it when that day comes, you 
will count for something in Ameri- 
can polities,” 

At this point a voice called ont 
“next Tuesday.’ the candidate ask- 
ing in turn “what ts it vou want in 
this country?’ 

Want Honest President. 

“An honest man for president,” 
another in the audience yelled. 

“Well,” Mr. Davts interjected, “1 
will change the question and ask 


what you hope to obtain by putting 
an honest man in office.”

GEN. HALDEMAN’S DEATH. 

The death of General W. B. 
Haldeman, of Louisville, Command- 
er-in-chief of the United Confed- 
erate Veterans, came suddenly and 
unexpectedly Monday. He was 
Stricken at the races—his favorite 
recreation—and died a half hour 
later. 

In the dark days of economic 
reconstruction in the south follow- 
ing the civil war, and :ater in the 
building of the new south, one of 
the notable constructive figures was 
General Haldeman. 

Called into the Confederate ser- 
vice from the schoolroom when a 
boy of 16, he became an intrepid 
soldier as a member of the famous 
Orphans brigade. After the sur- 
render he finished his education and 
then became editor of the weekly 
Louisville Courier Journal, pub- 
lished by his father. He subse- 
quently became editor of its after- 
noon publication, The Times, and 
for many years worked in. harness 
with the late Henry Watterson, the 
younger Haldeman succeeding to 
the publishing interests of his father. 

In every forward-looking move- 
ment he was a tower of strength, 
and no veteran of the gray armies 
took a keener interest in the organ- 
ization, and the welfare cf the mem- 
bers. He became commander-in- 
chief in 1923, and was i:elected in 
1924. It is said he never missed a 
reunion. 

General Haldeman typified the 
old school of southerners and his 
valor and gallantry were as con- 
spicuous as his fine ability as a 
b siness man and his powerful con- 
structive influence as a publicist. He 
was a pronounced Jeffersonian dem- 
ocrat and was at one time Ken- 
tucky’s national committeeman.

A reader of this department in New 
York writes that he has just returned 
from Rome, where be saw Premier 
Mussolini riding in the streets one 
day on a gorgeous white Arabian stal- 
lion. “A dominating figure, Na. 
poleonic, imperial,” are the words.” 
And they fit the dictacor of Italy. It 
is Said that in his study he has a 
large mirror and that every movement 
he makes is one of studied dignity and 
Caesar-like pose. Perhaps he even 
drapes himself with a toga at times, 
to see how the imperial purple would 
fit, like a schoolmate of ours who 
aspired to become another Demosthenes 
and who hung his mother’s tablecloth 
over his shoulders and studied the 
effect in the glass. The same writer 
says that he was disappointed at 
Rome. “So many narrow alleys and 
cobblestone streets.” But in contrast 
there are the marvelous monuments 
that belong to all the world. St. 
Peter's, the treasures .of the vatican, 
the stupendous Altar of the Father, 
land, overwhelming in its grandeur 
and perfect symmetry. But disap- 
pointment is to be expected. Herman 
Melville, the “mariner and mystic,” 
says son.ewhere: “If you read of St. 
Peter's, they say, and then go and 
visit it, ten to one you account it a 
dwarf compared to your high-raised 
ideal.

of boundless energy, a tireless worker 
and no small visionary. His _ philos- 
ophy may be strange and ineompre- 
hensible to people living in the United 
State with wealth, opportunity and 
advantages around them, but to the 
Russian peasant of the type described 
hy Tolstoy, Dostoieysky, Gogol, Tuge- 
nieff and cthers; peasants and work- 
ers steeped in hopeless misery, Trot- 
sky at one time appeared like an 
‘angel from heaven.

To inform 
The Pope. 


In Belgium the sect of the Jansen- 
ists have elected their bishop and have 
sent two priests to Rome to notify 
the pope of their action. The two 
priests will not be received by the 
vatican, but they. have gone there in 
conformance with a custom that has 
been going for the last few hundred 
yeurs. The Jansenists, or Old-Cath- 
olies, were placed under the ban by 
‘the pope at the time when Jansonius, 
‘pishop of Ghent, advanced a set of 
‘doctrines, mixed with political con- 
siderations, which were called hereti- 
‘eal by the holy see. One of the dis- 
puted points was the election of bish- 
ops favored by the Jansenists, while 
Rome reserved the exclusive right to 
appoint them. Though Rome excom- 
municated the sect, the latter did not 
sever its relations completely. For at 
each election, now for the past. few 
hundred years, the pope is notified. 
This sect, which is numericafly small, 
must not be confused With the Galli- 
can movement within the Latin 
church. The Gallican movement fa- 
yors a national church for France 
and Belgium under direction of the 
holy see, but with a provision that the 
services be held in the tongue of the 
people. One of the few countries 
where Rome recognizes the language 
of the people for divine services 1s 
Syria, where the Greek rite is in 
vogue and the mass is sung In Syriac.

Would it not be better 
economy to teach in the schools a 
reasonuble amouut of physiology and 
hs giene, so that parents shall possess 
the valuable knowledge or informa- 
tion which would make all this pre- 
timinary school medical inspection un- 
necessary ? 

Second time, poirting out the great 
sdvanece such spread of intelligence 
weuld bring about in our system of 
licensing healers. for there should 
eecessarily be some uniformity instead 
ef the benighted rractice of today— 
ucensing this brand of healer to treat 
vou by one pet method and that brand 
to treat you by some other equally 
rarrow and inadequate methed.

Form Rapped by Speakers 


Atlanta's present form of city gov- 
ecnment was concemned by both Dr. 
A. R. Hatton, professor of political 
scence of Western Reserve universi- 
ty, of Cleveland, and fermer Mayor 
James L. Key in a joint discussion 
held Tuesday night in the Watkins 
yuilding. While both agreed that At- 
iunta’s form of government is incom- 
“etent there were many points en 
vhich they expressed divergent views. 

Dr. Hatton, who last week gave a 
series of lectures here under auspices 
of the Atlanta League of Women 
Voters, was the first speaker. In his 
uidress, Mr. Key commented causti- 
(aly on statements which he credited 
to Dr. Llatton, and members of the 
‘cidience interrupted him on several 
measions. Dr. Hatton made a brief 
reply in which he explained that por- 
tions of his taik had been misunder- 
sieod by Mr. Key, and in turn, com- 
mented on several points mentioned 
Ly the fermer mayor. 

Dr. [latton stated that the present 
lorm of this city’s geverument repre- 
sents none of the three distinet forms. 
suf is closest to the type in general 
use in 1880. He charged that under 
(oe present system, highly and scien- 
rifieally trained executives cannot be 
induced to run for offiee, and prob- 
oly would not be elected if they did 


run, 
“Executives Needed.” 

What this city, and many others 

w'th it, needs, is an efficient execu- 
rive who is subject to popular con- 
tu 1,” Dr. Hatton said. “As in other 
yovernments public policies are ap- 
preved but many are not executed. 
Similar conditions, prevalent in many 
rirts of the country, are responsible 
fer much of the political unrest and 
disgust. 
‘It is utterly futile and extremely 
foclish to turn the government over 
te amateurs’ when professionally 
trained executives can be obtained. 
tLe executive system of any govern- 
ment must ope~ate as a unit, just as 
that of a private business, but the peo- 
cle of this country fail to think as 
Jearly in such cases as they would in 
tp wind sea of their own  busi- 
nesses’ 

Dr. Hatton discussed in detail the 
three most popular forms of city gov- 
ernment—mayor and council, city 
inanager, and commission forms. He 
Stated that 100 years of experienc 
has shown that the mayor and coun- 
cil form is a failure, largely because 
it fails to produce the necessary eali- 
ber of executives. Its oniv salvation.

Can Trust P 

“TI disagree with Dr. Hatton on 
the right of the people te rule,” he 
said. “I think that they will elect 
the right executive in most instances 
and certainly should have a voice in 
naming their chief executive. There 
is no panacea for bad governmenf, 
and no formula for good government. 

“Any system of government must 
undergo changes to eliminate abuse, 
and the greatest need of any govern- 
ment is a coordinated executive and 
administrative department, as that 
will save money, time and taxes. 

“Nobody is bold enough to apolo-~ 
size for the commission ferm. It is 
vicious, and is founded on the wrong 
principles. It has fallen down main- 
ly because administrative and legis- 
latiye departments have been merged.” 

He statéd that the city-manager form 
is ideal in most circumstances, but 
said that he disagreed with Dr. Hat- 
ton in that one man could run a gov- 
ernment. A city manager, he said, 
should be in charge of the managers 
ef all departments. 

Dr. Hatton, speaking again at the 
conclusion of Mr. Key's address, ex- 
plained that he did not question the 
intelligence or virtue of the people to 
elect their executive, but that a city 
manager should be elected by council 
or the boa.d of commissioners, in or- 
der that no politics would enter into 
the choice, and that a highly-trained 
executive might be chosen. He also 
stated that other statements com- 
mented on by Mr. Key evidently had 
been misunderstood by the latter. 

Mr. Hatton claimed that organized 
labor now has been converted to the 
city manger standard, and in sup- 
port of his statement read a com- 
munication from W. G. Lee, of @leve- 
land, national president of the Broth- 
erhood of Railway ‘Trainmen, in 
which the city manager form was 
highly praised. 

Speaks to Rotarians 

Dr. Hatton also spoke before the 
Atlanta Rotary club Tuesday noon, 
telling of the advantages of election 
of city council by the people, and of 
selection of a city manager by council. 

“There can be no doubt that At- 
lanta sooner or later will have to 
change ifs present form of govern- 
ment, which at present is archaie and 
inefficient,” he said to Retarians.

Ford, Sr., paid an 
income tax in 1923 of $2,247,946.10, 
and his son -gave the government 
$1,984,253.48. The Ford factories 
paid an income of $14,449,643 .04. 
Since the only owners of the Ford 
factories are Ford, Sr., his son and 
Mrs. Ford, the Ford income tax pay- 
ment can be ealled $17,000,000. 
Rockefeller. Sr., handed over. only 
$124,266.47, while his son, John D.,

~ Morgan’s Return a Surprise. 

One of the surprises of the publish- 
ed returns was the fact that J. Pier-

BASEBALL COMBINES BEST FEATURES OF LAWN TENNIS, 


McGRAW U.S. MOST REMARKABLE MAN, DECLARES GEORGE BERNARD SHAW AFTER SOX-GIANTS’ GAME. 


CRICKET, AND PUSS-IN-CORNER, SAYS HIGHEST HIGHBROW 


NOTE: George Bernard Shaw, 
famous playwright and satirist, 
saw the Giants defeat the White 
Sox, 3 to 2, in London on Oc- 
tober 24 under the eyes of roy- 
alty—the Duke and Duchess of 
York being among the spectators. 
How baseball strikes the highest 
highbrow of the British Isles 1s 
set forth in this article by Shaw, 
who is no novice to sport, hav- 
ing been a sporadic writer on 
pugilism since he published the 
novel of the prize ring.

But even with this borrowed im 
provement I think cricket would still 
be unable to compete with baseball 
except in slowness and stupidity, in 
which qualities it is without parallel 
or rival. 

When I arrived on the ground roy-

is no denying that he played us both 
right off the stage. 

Stand For Seventh Inning. 

The duke, by the way, failed to 
eatch the part of the game that re- 
minded me of our performances of 
Handel’s greatest oratorio. I do not 
know how it is in America, but in 
England the audience always stands 
up for the Hallelujah Chorus. In 
America during a game of baseball it 
stands up for the seventh inning. And 
we all did stand up except the royal 
party, which, not having be~n prop- 
erly coached jin the ritual, remained 
seated, a scandal that evidently made 
a most painful impression “on the 
Americans present. Lest this should 
result in a war, may I assure the 
United States that it was an error of 
pure ignorance. The king will be 
present at the next match but one and 
I have no doubt that if the prexdent 
will write and explain what is ex- 
pected of him he will rise reverently 
at the proper moment, and instruct 
the lord chamberlain to see that the 
court does the same. 

The British spectators were bewil- 
dered by the proceedings at first. 
The players began by playing with- 
out a bal) and with an Indian club 
instead of a proper hat. They va- 
ried this by imitating a slow motion 
cinematographie picture. All this 
we, in our innocence, roox to be part 
of the celebrated but to us unknown 
game, and wher the real play began 
we made no distinction and innocently 
supposed that for some mysterious 
reason baseball was played partly 
without a ball and partly with one. 
The Indian club was a terrible stum- 
bling block. We could not conceive 
any serious player using such a thing. 
As to the bowling, an English bowler 
would have been ordered off the field 
for it. The bowler began like a High- 
lander throwing the hammer and then 
shied the ball with all his might 
straight to the wicket keeper for a 
hard catch. The batsman incidentally 
swiped at it as it passed with his ab- 
surd club and if, as sometimes hap- 
pened, he caught it with a masterly 
drive to square leg everybody said 
“foul” (without the least foundation) 
and nothing else happened. But if he 
drove it back, then it was a case of 
tip and run and _ puss-in-the-corner 
unless he was caught out, in which 
case we of England applauded heart- 
ily, as it was the only transa tion in 
the game which was jin the least in- 
telligible to us. . 

Played Badly, Says Shaw. 

I regret to have to say that the 
Sioux and Apaches played equally 
bad; for after extraordinary exer- 
tions their scores were one and two, 
respectively. An English cricket team 
would have bit up hundreds with 
half the trouble. Either the Apaches 
or the Sioux—I forget which—man- 
aged at last’ either to hit up three 
or to fail to hit up anything, at which 
point they suddenly left in disgust 
for Dublin; and the cricket-trained 
duke and his very attractive duchess 
who had been looking forward to the 
usual five or six hours innings slowlv 


realized that the match was over and 
after some incredulous hesitation rose 
and made for their carriages. 

Still, it was a great occasion. The 
only regrettable incident cecurred at 
a very exciting and totally unjntelli- 
gible moment in the game when the 
champions, who were playing puss-in- 
the-corner, hurled themselves on the 
ground like runaway boys when a po- 
liceman overtakes them. An Ameri- 
can next to me so far forgot himseif 
as to shout: 

“This is better than the Birming- 
ham Repertory theater!” As this the- 
ater is famous for its performances of 
my “Back to Methuselah,’ I thought 
the remark unnecessary and in ques- 
tionable taste. If any American can 
be so utterly benighted as to enjoy 
puss-in-the-corner more than my 
greatest play he should for the credit 
of his country conceal that shameful 
preference instead of shouting it in 
the ear of royalty and of the author. 

Cricket Like Shakespeare. 

But if an Englishman nad shouted 
“This is better than Lords!’ (Lords 
is the London cricket ground where 
all the great matches used to be 
played) I should have been disposed 
to agree with him. To zo back io 
cricket after baseball is like going 
back to Shakespeare plaved in five 
acts with 15-minute intermissions 
after seeing it played straight through 
in the correct Shakespearian way. 
Cricket is doomed by its ‘overs,” as 
old-fashioned Shakespeare is by its 
acts. It is slow, stodgy and obvious. 
Baseball is swift, intense and (as to 
what it is all xbout) inserutable. Of 
course many Englishmen may ‘islike 
it on that account. I once helped to 
establish a:reformed country hotel 
where the villagers could get good beer 
for their money instead of the hor- 
rible stuff they were accuston:ed to. 
Far from appreciating my cfforts 
they complained bitterly that the pro- 
cess of getting drunk, which the bad 
beer prolonged cheaply and delicious- 
ly for hours, was precipitation by 
the good beer which reduced them te 
insensibility in 30 minutes. Men of 
this stamp are capable of preferring 
a silent game which lasts from 10 to 
6 and which consists mostiy of chang- 
ing over and going in and out of a 
pavilion to an uproarious, impetuous, 
incessant, quickfiring whirlwind of a 
game that lasts no more than 90 min- 
utes; that is, long enough to give 
you all the amusement you desire but 
not long enough not to give you time 


to begin wondering which is the big- 


ger fool of the two, the Apache who 
is whacking at a ball or you who 
are looking at him as if your life 
depended on his success. And that is 
just the right time for a game to last. 

As I left the ground one of my 


courteous hosts expressed a hope that 


I would come again. .When a man 
asks you to come and see baseball 
played twice it sets you asking your- 
self why you want to see it played 
once. That is a totally unanewera- 
ble question. It is a mad world. 
But I will not deny that I enjoyed 
the afternoon. I may have the muk- 
ings of a fan in me for all I know.

Withington Fills Shoes __ 
Of Haughton at Columbia 


New York, October 28.—(By The 
Associated Press) —Columbia_ will 
close her gridiron ranks and carry 
on the 1924 football campszign in spite 


of the stunning and unexpected blow‘ 


sustained by the death of Head Coach 
Percy D. Haughton. 

This was decided today by univwer- 
sity athletic authorities who an- 
nounced that the game at Ithaca next 
Saturday with Cornell, as well as 
those with New York university, 
Army and Syracuse would be played 
as scheduled. 

At the same time, Dr. Paul C. 
Withington, former Harvard pupil 
and first assistant at Columbia to 
Haughton, was appointed head coach 
for the rest of the season. 

The entire university today was 
plunged into mourning by the loss 
of Haughton just as it seemed that 
the Blue and White, reaching heights 
it has not known in years by crush 
ing Williams last Saturday, was 
about to Jead Columbia eut of the 
gridiron wilderness. 

First indications were that the re- 
mainder of the football program would 
be cancelled, but after consulting Mrs. 
Haughton, associates of the late heal 
coach, and players, it was decided to 
complete the season. ‘hose closest 
to Haughton expressed their belief 
that he would want the game carried 
on and the team as a unit voiced its 
desire to finish the season as their 
best means of paying tribute to 
Haughton’s achievements. 

Cancel Demonstrations. —

~ One day last week Haughton was 
approached by a student correspond- 
ent assigned to get the Columbia 
coach’s idea of what football would 
be ten years from now. The youth 
propounded his query to Haughton 
on. the practice field. 

“Ten years from now,” Haughton 
said, “football will be played in air- 
planes.” 

And the interview was ended. Tri- 
bute to Haughton’s personality, suc- 
cessful coaching ability and influence 
on the gridiron game was paid today 
by football men throughout the east. 
The famous “Harvard system,” which 
he created at Cambridge and which 
lifted the Crimson to its greatest 
heights, marked a new era in football. 
It was built upon sound | perce 
fine attention to details and constant 
hammering at fundamentals. Some- 
thing of mystery surrounded Haugh- 
ton’s gridiron work in the popular 
mind, but in his own words his “sys- 
tem’ was merely “hard work, disci- 
pline and hard work.” 


Developed Stars. 


During his eight years at Harvard. 
from 1908 to 1916, Haughton devel- 
oped not only some of the greatest 
teams in the country but individu 
stars, whose names are bywords in 
gridiron annals. Members of his eley- 
ens were selected on All-American 
teams annually, while he was at the 
helm, 


Dr. Withington, who will succeed 
Haughton in charge of the Columbia 
squad, is a product of the Harvan 
school, as are also most of the other 
members of the coaching staff. He 
played guard and center on the 1908 
and 1909 Crimson elevens. He 
coached the University of Wisconsin 
in 1916; had a varied war career, and 
after the armistice coached the cham- 
pionship 89th division team. He was 
selected as medical director and as- 
sistant coach when Haughton took 
the helm at Columbia early in 1923. 


Haughton’s health, it was learned 
today, had been a source of concern 
to his friends and assoctates for some 
time. He had appeared particularly 
high-strung at practice recently, it 
was said, and this condition prompted 
the speedy action taken by Wr. With- 
ington yesterday afternoon when 
Haughton first complained of illness 
and was rushed to a hospital. He 
died of a heart attack shortly after 
arriving there and without warning of 
any critical condition. 


President Nicholas Murray Butler, 
of Columbia, eulogized Haughton in 
a statement today, saying: 

“He had made his post as coach 


of the football team one of genuine 
\ educational influence.”

Mr. Beck also maintained that the 
letter written by him to the city, anc 
on which city engineers based the 
amounts to be allowed, was not in- 
tended as a contract but that the en- 
tire case was covered by a_ verbal 
agreement. 

Might Set Precedent. 


According to strict interpretation | 


of the contract, or letter. city offi- 
cials state that the hardware com- 
pany is entitled to only $10.614. How- 
ever, it is thought that certain other 
claims which, if the letter is ruled 
to be a contract would be equities, 
will be allowed. The largest items 
among some equities claimed by Beck 
Gregg are $9.664, for shelving, 
and $2,488 expended in hiring trucks 
which, it is claimed, would not have 
been necessary had not the building 
been altered.
